Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 60, 62-63, 66, 68-69, 81-92 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

Regarding claims 60 & 66, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a 
gas discharge or lighting device comprising all the limitations of claims 60 & 66, 
particularly comprising at least one noble gas and an electrode comprising a substrate, 
carbon nanotube and an adhesion promotion material to promote adhesion of the 
carbon nanotube to the substrate together with other cited limitations. 

Claims 62-63, 68-69, 81-92 are allowed being dependent on allowed base claims 
60&66.
